There’s the side-show band with its 
battered Instrum ents letting forth 
loud blasts of discordant music. And 
thero are the not so clean-looking 
venders of dolls, trick gadgets, bal­ 
loons and various other things of 
questionable valuo. Everywhere you 
turn is a subject for good hum an In­ 
terest pictures. 
But let’s look tow ard the more 
serious side of the fair—the exhibits, 
for Instance. By m aking intelligent 
use of your cam era you can snap 
record pictures th at may later prove 
Invaluable. Then thero is th© judg­ 
ing of cattle, Bheep, horses and hogs. 
If the judging is done In an open-air 
ring you can get the picture of the 
winner of the blue ribbon with any 
cumora—box type-or folding. 
in taking such pictures, or any 
picture, as far as that Is concerned, 
don't ju st look in the finder and 
mr.p the first thing you see. If the 
animal being judged has any un­ 
usual m arkings, m anage to get to a 
place near the ring where tlv se 
m arkings show up tli© best 1n your 
finder. Try, too, to avoid unattrac­ 


tive backgrounds such as telephone 
poles; w ires or sheds. 
Among the innum erable picture 
possibilities at the fair you will 
surely w ant to take gome action pic­ 
tures and a fair isn’t complete 
without the thrill of horse racing 
w hether they feature the veteran 
driver proudly seated in his sulky 
or the young, dare-devil Jockey. 
Snap a picture of th e sta rt of the 
race as the drivers or Jockeys 
m aneuver their horses to th e barrier 
or startin g post and by all m eans 
take your position a t the turn of the 
track as the horsea dash perilously 
around the curve and Into the 
"home stretch.’* 
Rem em ber this, however. If you 
do not have a cam era with a very 
fast shutter, say one that will op­ 
erate a t 1/500 of a second or faster, 
don’t try to snap a rapidly moving 
object as It whizzes directly across 
the lens of the cam era or direct line 
of vision. Your chance of getting a 
pood, sharp picture is much greater 
if you catch your subject a t an 
angle of about 45 degrees. It’s al­ 
ways better to play safo than to 
take a chance and perhaps get a 
blurred picture. Load your cam era 
and take along plenty of extra film 
on tlxat eventful day when you are 
“off to the fair.”

Since the Introduction of 
the photoflash lamp there has been a 
tremendous interest in campfire pic­ 
tures for this lamp Is so simple to 
operate. The photoflash lamp is sim­ 
ilar in appearance to a common elec­ 
tric bulb and can be screwed into a 
special bolder resembling an ordi­ 
nary hand flashlight tube. These 
holders are very inexpensive and 
can be purchased at almost any 
store selling photographic supplies. 
The flash is set off by pressing a but­ 
ton, as on an ordinary flashlight, and 
it gives an intense light without any 
noise or smoke. 
This Is how you take a campfire 
picture.

members by making

charge,” the inspector explained. 
“Now the only way a 
m em ber 
ran have hard liquor in a club is 
to have a private bottle and store 
it in a locker, the key to which 
he must carry. 
Any club with a 
5 per cent beer license, w’hcie a 
key is found on the property, can 
have its license revoked. 
“Any club or 5 per cent place 
with n $25 federal liquor stam p 
on the premises is subject to hav­ 
ing the beer license revoked. The 
federal

will 
constitute 
prima facie evidence
